Mistletoe for centuries has been 
one 
of the most important factors in Yule- 
tide decorations, its use dating back as 
far as the day s of the Druids. The hang 
ing of the mistletoe on Christmas eve, 
between 11 and 12 o’clock , in many 
homes is the beginning of the season’s 
merry mak ing. 
The bough is hung in a 
place where » here will be no obstacle to 
passing under it, and the penalty for 
being caught beneath its branches ail 
kno w. 
The mistletoe of the Druids is Vi scum 
album, it is a true parasite, exisitng on 
the sap of other trees, and never at any 
time is it in contact with the soil. 
It 
grows freely on apple, pear and plum 
trees, on poplars, thorns, maples and 
basswood, and rarely on the oak . It is 
said that the only sacred mistletoe of 
the Druids was that found upon the oak . 
The propagation is by the seeds. 
These 
are covered with u translucent, gummy 
substance. They are placed in position 
by birds, which in try ing to rid their 
beak s of the stick y seeds rub them on 
the bark The seeds which are deposit­ 
ed on the east or north side of the tree 
grow more rapidly than those to the 
south or west. 
Some idea of the quantity of mistle­ 
toe that is used annually in London may 
be had when ir is k nown that from the 
two counties of Worcester and Hereford 
alone more than 100 tons are shipped 
each season. 
Much also finds its way 
from Normandy and from Franco to the 
London mark et. 
Large quantities are 
imported y early to New York , Boston 
and Philadelphia, and much reaches 
Chicago. 
The mistletoe generally seen in the 
mark et here is a cousin to the European 
species and is k nown as Phoradendron 
flaveseens It is smaller, both in berries 
and leaf. It is found in great quantities 
in New Jersey and southward through 
the Carolines, New Mexico ami Indian 
Territory . —Chicago Record.

The jute is spun about the core exactly 
as the 11 copfM-r wires of rhe conductor 
are spun about a central wire, and about 
all, finally, is spun the steel sheathing 
in the same fashion. 
As one goes about among the spinning 
machines lie notices that the sections of 
steel sheathing vary much in thickness. 
Here is one woven of 24 wires, one of 18 
and one of 12. And the wires also vary, 
so that the section of fewest wires is the 
largest in diameter. 
Here is a section 
made not of single wires at all, but of 
stands of three wires. 
In fact, one sees 
seven different vari* ties. 
The «xreasion 
for such diversity is this: In the middle 
of the A tlantic a cable is dropped to a 
depth of two or three statute miles, and 
as it is payed out to such a depth it 
must have a great burden to sustain in 
its own weight. To make the weight as 
little as possible consistent w ith need­ 
ful quality and strength becomes, there 
fore, im portant 
I he deeper a cable is 
laid the less it* liab ility to disturbance, 
and the deep water wet ions, therefore, 
may 1m- made much lighter than the 
shallow water sections. 
As the cable 
draws nearer the shore, where the dan­ 
gers grow greater, a heavier and heavier 
sheathing is adopted, until, in what is 
known as the “ shore end,’’ comes th* 
heaviest of a ll.— M et'lure’s Magazine.

When I commenced work in the re­ 
gion which I have now occupied for 
more than 80 years, I asked two fellow 
missionaries to join me in a preaching 
tour in the adjacent taluk, or county. 
W e first went w ith three native assist­ 
ants to the raluk town, or county seat. 
Our tents were pitched in a grove ad­ 
joining the town. 
W e usually on our 
lours went two and two to preach in the 
villages; but, this being the taluk town, 
ami the first of our preaching the gospel 
in that region, we went in a body into 
the native city. 
W alking through 
tho cloth, spice, 
grain and iron merchants’ bazaar streets, 
and then through tho goldsmiths and 
silversm iths’ street, around through tho 
t rnple street, and 
then through the 
sfr<et of Brahman residences, to adver­ 
tise our presence and incite curiosity to 
know what we were about, we finally 
took our stand in the Brahm an street, 
and all joined in singing one of the 
beautiful Telugu Christian lyrics and 
gathered an audience of interested lis ­ 
teners. 
Wo stood upon u little raised platform 
nn one side of the street against the 
bouse walls. The houses were all of one 
itory, joined together like a city block, 
with flat roofs and a low parapet along 
the front of the roof. One of our native 
assistants read a portion from the gos­ 
pels, and another preached briefly; then 
one of m y fellow missionaries followed, 
preaching more 
at 
length, 
w hile 
I 
watched the audience, to study the coun­ 
tenances of the people uiuong whom I 
expected to work. 
1 had noticed that behind the houses 
on tho opposite side of tho street there 
v.as a long row of trees growing in their 
back 
yards, 
the 
branches 
of w hich, 
stretched out over the flat roofs. 
< h ncing to raise my eyes, 1 noticed 
many branches of these trees beginning ! 
to bend downward toward the roofs and I 
saw the faces of seme old jack monkeys 
peering out through the foliage. 
Soon 
some of them jumped down and came 
forward to see what their “ big broth­ 
ers ’ in the street wore about, as they 
sto'd gazing so intently at these w hile 
men standing on tho platform. 
Spring­ 
ing upon the parapet, they seated them­ 
selves, with th-*ir hind feet hanging 
over m front, and gazing w ith fixedness 
at the preacher, as they saw the people 
in the street doing. 
Other monkeys followed, until there 
was a long row of them thus seated on 
the parapet. The late coiners f could see 
w alking along behind the parapet, look­ 
ing for a place wide enough to get a 
seat. 
Fa ilin g to find a wide enough 
place between two already seated mon- 


k< vs, they would put up their hands, 
and, pushing each one sidewise, would 
seem to be saying, “ S it along a little, 
please, and give a fellow a seat,” until 
tin* “ bench” was crowded. 
The audience in tin* street, standing 
w ith their backs toward that row of 
houses, did not notice the monkeys, and 
so their attention was not distracted by 
them.

A surprising experiment demonstrat- 
ing the lasting qualities of snake poison 
was recently made by Professor Maison- 
neuve, which showed that a dead snake 
is almost as dangerous as a Jive one. 
The professor took an unusually large 
specimen of the common viper of south­ 
ern France, which for more than 20 
years had been exhibited in tho zoolog­ 
ical museum at Angers, France, pre­ 
served in alcohol. 
The first experiment 
w ith one of tho poisonous fangs of this 
snake seemed to show that the 20 years’ 
contact w ith the alcohol had robbed the 
poison of its virulence, for a sparrow 
wounded w ith one of its teeth did not 
develop any symptoms of being poisoned. 
The cause of the nonaetion of the poison 
at first was speedily found, however, in 
the thickening of the poison at the en­ 
trance of the canal into tin* tooth, which 
prevented 
the 
poison 
from 
flowing. 
When Professor Maisonn«uve extracted 
some of the poisonous substance w ith ;i 
fine needle and injected a m inim al por­ 
tion of it into the sparrow, the latter 
showed ail the symptoms of poisoning 
inside of half an hour, which gradually 
increased until it died in eonvulsious in 
2 ‘ 2 hours after rhe injection of the poi- j 
son. 
As it was heretofore believed that 
snake poison loses its dangerous and 
virulent qualities with th* death of the ! 
reptile, great 
c ire in handling dead 
snakes w ill be a matter of common s* use 
precaution.

An interesting volume might be writ­ 
ten on the curious points of law that 
are constantly arising in the courts. 
The most ex pert lawyers and judges are 
frequently puzzled by the novel situa­ 
tions in which they are placed. 
One of the most curious points of law 
on record arose recently in a court at 
Jersey, in America. 
The question was 
whether eggs, after reaching a certain 
stage of incubation, were to be regarded 
as eggs or chickens. 
After quarreling 
about the matter for sometime, counsel 
offered to break one of the eggs to sat­ 
isfy the law that it contained a chicken, 
in which case, of course, the eggs would 
Lave been considerably enhanced in 
value, but there was a general demur 
to this suggestion, and the justice re­ 
served his decision till he had consulted 
his colleagues. The result had not come 
to hand at the time of writing. 
A remarkable case in France ex cited 
a great deal of attention sometime ago. 
A gentleman dining on the terrace of a 
Narbonne restaurant let a bank note 
fali into his soup. 
He laid it down on 
the table to dry and a gust of wind 
blew it away. A passing dog swallowed 
the note, and the gentleman detained 
the animal, whose collar happened to 
bear its master’s name. 
Indignant at 
his loss, the owner of the note sued the 
dog’s master for 100 francs, the value 
of the note. There was much legal hair 
splitting, but at length the court ordered 
the owner of the dog to pay the money. 
Another French case was that against 
a Paris hairdresser, who was sued by a 
lady for £ 60, being the price of her 
damaged locks. 
Tin* fair claimant had 
used the hairdresser’s wash, which was 
said to restore fallen locks, but the result 
in this case was to burn the hair off com­ 
pletely. 
The point was the liability of 
the hairdresser, and the court awarded 
the lady £ 8 . 
Applications for injunctions often 
raise curious points. 
Not long ago an 
injunction was granted to restrain an 
officer in the life guards from keeping 
horses in a London drawing room, the 
groun 1 of objection 
being the noise 
which the animals made, which annoyed 
the neighbors. 
The offending officer is 
now in a lunatic asylum. 
There was a fight not long ago in one 
of the London courts between a barrel 
organ and a piano, an injunction being 
claimed to restrain a gentleman from 
keeping an organ. 
It seemed that the 
offender was annoyed by his nex t door 
neighbor’s piano, and to avenge himself 
he obtained a barrel organ, which he 
played at all times of the day. 
The 
question of the “ liberty of the subject,” 
of course, came up, but the court de­ 
cided that, if an Englishman’s house is 
jhis castle, it is not a fit place for a bar­ 
rel organ that never stops, and the organ 
received strict instructions to remain 
silent, on the ground that the owner evi­ 
dently intended to create a nuisance. 
The market value of a cough was the 
question submitted to the Birmingham 
county court. A barrister sued a rail­ 
way company for £ 5 0 for discomfort 
suffered by smoking being allowed in a 
waiting room at a station and in non­ 
smoking carriages. The smoking aggra­ 
vated the barrister’s cough, and he was 
awarded £ 10. 
A queer point arose in the revision 
court at Nottingham. 
While the court 
was sitting a young collier named A ll­ 
cock killed his wife in the most delib­ 
erate manner and afterward confessed 
his crime. 
An application was made 
that Allcork's name should b*j struck 
off the register. 
“ Why? ” queried the 
barrister, receiving the answer, “ Be­ 
cause he is a murderer.” 
“ That re­ 
mains to ho proved, ” said the barrister, 
and the name remained on the roll. 
The finding of lost property has often 
given rise to curious points of law. 
A 
workman who found a valuable ring in 
a London theater claimed the return of 
the ring from the proprietors, who had 
taken possession of it. 
The court, how­ 
ever, rejected his claim, as the ring had 
tx *en picked up while the man was ful­ 
filling his duties as a servant. 
At first 
sight this decision appears to be incon­ 
sistent with that arrived at some years 
ago in a case in which a chimney sweep 
sued a jeweler for a precious stone. The 
sweep had found a brooch on his rounds, 
which lie took to the jeweler, who **x - 
traeted a precious stone and substituted 
a worthless imitation. 
On tins being 
discovered, the jeweler replied to the 
sweep's demand for the return of his 
stone that the stone did not belong to 
the sweep, as he had found it, the infer­ 
ence being that he could, therefore, 
steal it with impunity. The court, how­ 
ever, held otherwise, and the sweep re­ 
covered his jewel. 
Eastern superstitition gave rise to a 
singular argument in a Chinese court 
not long ago. 
A Chinaman had been 
sent to prison, and, according to cus­ 
tom, the authorities proceeded to cut off 
his pigtail, whereupon the prisoner ap­ 
plied for an injunction on the ground 
that without his pigtail he could not en­ 
ter the kingdom of heaven. After ranch 
legal quarreling the court decided that 
there is no religion in prison, and that 
the prisoner must share the fate of his 
comrades, whatever the result in the 
world to come.—London Tit-Bits.

pure food 
law could do some good. 
These inducements move the cupidity 
of the retailer, and the consumer suffers 
by having imposed upon him inferior 
or adulterated goods. ” 
“ What do you 
mean by 
induce­ 
ments? ” 
The grocer handed to the inquirer a 
handsomely illustrated card on which 
were the words: 
“ Free with 500 pieces of Jolloppv’s 
(that’s not the name) chewing gum, the 
handsome full gilt clock here pictured 
at a cost to the retailer of $3— that is, 
you get $5 worth of gum at retail and 
a $3 clock all for f3. “ 
“ If the 
manufacturer 
stopped at 
chewing gum, the demoralization to 
Mie trade would be slight, but this get 
something for nothing idea is stimulat­ 
ed all along the line. 
It is bad enough 
in various lines of tobacco, but in the 
line of ground spices and coffee it is 
absolutely pernicious. It’s a luc ky con­ 
sumer that gets any genuine ground 
spices now, or any goods that may be 
cheapened by mix ing. Mustard is mix ed 
with sawdust and made hot in the 
mouth by the addition of cayenne pep­ 
per. 
Ho it is with other things. 
“ Here’s a catalogue of a manufactur­ 
er who unblushingly labels bis book 
‘absolutely pure spices. ’ There are about 
150 different articles named in it as 
prizes to grocers who buy these spices 
in greater or less quantity. 
Among the 
inducements are musical box es, fire­ 
arms, furniture of all kinds, stoves, 
sewing machines, store fix tures, show 
cases, clocks, cyclopedias, bicycles, baby 
carriages, lawn mowers, mackintoshes, 
crockery, rugs, silverware, watches and 
clocks, gold headed canes, umbrellas, 
and so on up to delivery wagons and 
two seated carriages. 
Ilere’s the in­ 
ducement in the last named: 
“ ‘With 750 pounds ground spices,« ab­ 
solutely pure, any assortment of all­ 
spice, mustard, ginger, pepper, cinna­ 
mon, cloves, etc., at 25 c< nts a pound, 
we give one of these carnages free. 
In 
other words, 730 pounds ol spices and 
the carriage all for $18 7.5 0.’ 
“ The drug trade is afflicted with this 
same sort of tiring and perhaps to as 
great an ex tent as the grocery trade. 
There ought to be some way of heading 
it off.” — Indianapolis News. 


LJEGAL INSANITY. 


S h ou ld 
‘•IJ iu'ontrolladile 
I m p u l « " 
liar 
C rim in al Convict ion? 
The New 5 ork Law J oim al recently 
contained an editorial articlo favoring 
a modification of the test of insanity in 
criminal cases. 
The ability to distin­ 
guish between right and wrong in ref­ 
erence t( 
the act committed and to 
know tha; it was wrong is a standard 
of mental capacity required in New 
York to render a person responsible for 
crimes committed by him. 
The Law Journal argues in favor of 
grading punishment according to the 
mental condition of offenders who may 
be “ partially insane.” Many alienists, 
including Dr. Allan McLane Hamilton, 
do not recognize “ partial insanity,” 
saying that a person ist either sane or 
insane. 
The state in which the mind 
acts correctly us to its judgment, hut 
toe will is controlled by some impluse 
which the mind cannot master, is not 
recognized in many criminal courts, 
because it has been found that the ex ­ 
cuse of irresistible impulse led to too 
great a number of acquittals in cases 
where defendants were really guilty of 
serious offenses. 
In civil cases it is easier to deal with 
persons whose minds aie so affected 
that tney cannot come to correct con­ 
clusions as to certain subjects. 
The is­ 
sues at stake are frequently less impor­ 
tant, and it is possible to learn whether 
a particular act was done under the in­ 
fluence of the delusion or mental weak­ 
ness which affects tho person concerned.

SEALING IN LABRADOR. 


F ield« M any Mil« *» Square F airly T e em in g 
Will» Seal» . 
Late in February the Newfoundland 
sealing steamers hr« ak through the ice 
m St. John’s harbor and. make their 
way to some northern outposts, lying 
there until March 10, the earliest date 
on. which tin 
law allows them to “ go 
to the ice.” They stand out to sea until 
they meet the immense fields of ice 
fr in the Arctic ocean. 
These fields are 
often many square miles in ex tent and 
fairly teem with seals. 
A great seal 
hunter told me that the sea seemed 
suddenly converted into an ocean of 
seals and ice. 
The steamer breaks into 
the jam and floats with it or skirts 
along the edge, tho crow, 200 or 300 in 
number, taking to the floating ice and 
living there for days and nights. 
The young seals fatten so rapidly that 
sealers say you can actually see them 
grow while you aie looking at them. 
The poor creatures are easily killed, a 
blow with the butt end of a gaff finish­ 
ing them. 
The hunter then “ sculps,” 
or skins them, inserting a sharp knife 
under the fat, and with marvelous dex ­ 
terity taking off the “ pelt” —skin and 
fat together—in about a minute and a 
half. A parry of men will “ pan” flair 
pelts—pile them up to the number of 
about 1,000 and thrust a gaff with the 
ship’s flag info the pan. 
W hen there 
are pans enough, the steamer breaks in­ 
to tho ice and hauls them aboard with 
a donkey winch, or the men drag them 
to tilt« Vesst 1 s side. 
The Newfoundland seal hunters al­ 
ways speak of seals as “ swiles, ” and 
for our word carry they say “ spell.’ 
A

“ Swiles!

DEVOID OF ANIMAL LIFE. 


A CVAx ele« *» s t r u ggle Ilct w een F ire an d 
W ate r In A n tarctica. 
“ The Antarctic is a continental land 
unique in the world,” writes General 
A. W. Greely in an interesting article 
on “ What May Be Found at the South 
Pole” in Th» ' Ladies’ Home Journal. 
“ Its desolate shores, rarely approach­ 
able limit r most favorable conditions, 
are laved by an ocean the richest on the 
globe in its marine life, animal and 
vegetable. Seals and whales in incredi­ 
ble numbers abound m its waters, and 
countless sea birds cover with nests and 
eggs the few favored land spots which 
are free from snow during the brief, 
comfortless summer. 
It is a continent 
where abounds no land animal life, 
either mammals, birds, insects, spiders 
or reptih s 
No mammal ex ists w ithin 
600 miles of its borders. 
It is also de­ 
void of land vegetation (ex cept the low­ 
est 
forms of cellular tissue, lichens, 
which have been found in two places 
only), having neither ferns, flowering 
plants, shrubs nor trees. 
“ Here, however, nature displays her 
forces on a scale elsewhere unknown. 
Over the millions of square miles of tnis 
austral continent ceaselessly continues a 
titanic struggle between the opposing 
ancient elenn nts of fire and water. 
In 
vain the volcanoes pour forth streams of 
molten lava and shoot upward pillars of 
fire. 
Welcoming the lava as a protect­ 
ing, nonconducting covering of its lower 
strata of flowing glaciers, the conti­ 
nental ice cap resistlessly advances, cer­ 
tain that m time, when the processes of 
erosion have lowered the elevation of 
the volcanic craters, its countless tiny 
snowflakes will quench the apparently 
unex tuigmshablo fires that now shake 
from end to cud the continent of An- 
artica. ”

What becomes of the ship that sinks 
in midoccan? 
If it is of wood, it takes, 
in the first place, considerable time for 
it to reach the bottom. 
In 100 or more 
fathoms of water a quarter of an hour 
Will elapse before til« ' ship reaches bot­ 
tom. 
I t sinks slowly, and, w hen th« ‘ bot­ 
tom is reached, it falls gently into tho 
soft, oozy bed, with no crash or break­ 
ing. 
Of course, if it is laden with pig iron 
or corresponding substances, or if it is 
an iron ship, it sinks rapidly and some­ 
times strikes the bottom w ith such force 
as to smash in pieces. 
Once sunken, a 
ship becomes the prey of the countless 
iuhatdtants of the ocean 
They swarm o.er and through the 
great, boat and make it their home. Be­ 
sides this they cover every inch of the 
boat with a thick layer of lime. 
This 
takes time, of course, and when one 
generation dies another continues the 
work, until finally the snip is so laden 
wit h heavy incrustations, <•« rah, springe h 
and barnacles that, if wood, the creak­ 
ing timbers fall apart and slowly but 
surely are absorbed in the waste at the 
sea bottom. 
Iron vessels are demolished 
more 
quickly than those of wood, which may 
last for centuries. The only metals that 
withstand the chemical action of tho 
waves are gold and platinum, and glass 
also seems unaffected. 
No mutter how 
long gold may lie hidden in the ocean, 
it will always be gold win n recovered, 
and this fact ex plains the many roman­ 
tic and adventurous searches after hid­ 
den submarine treasures lost m ship­ 
wrecks. — Ex change.
